More advanced biometrics 
are on the horizon. A few prod- 
ucts are already experimenting 
with using other identifying 
characteristics. Visionics' Face- 
It PC (www.faceit.com) turns 
your desktop videoconferenc- 
ing camera into a personal 
security device^it analyzes 
facial shapes, lines, and fea- 
tures, and compares a user's 
face with stored profile infor- 
mation. And Net Nanny Soft- 
ware's BioPasswords (www 
•netnanny.com), due out later 
this year, analyzes the speed, 
patterns, and intervals of key 
clicks on the keyboard when 
you type out your password. 
Someone might still steal your 
password, but if they don't 
type it exactly the way you do, 
they're out of luck. 

Of course, most biometric 
products come with their own 
caveats. This is a market of pro- 
prietary technologies, and with- 
out standards, a Tower of Babel 
looms. Though biometric data 
should remain private, a few 
shared open application pro- 
gram interfaces could help push 
development along. 

As much as consumers hate 
lost or stolen passwords, they 
also treasure their privacy. Skep- 
tics argue that biometrics means 
sharing too much sensitive 
information. But what biomet- 
rics most likely means for us is a 
world of faster access for autho- 
rized users, and tighter security 
against unauthorized ones. As 
our list of passwords— and our 
need to safeguard information- 
grows, biometrics may be the 
key to a more secure future, rs

OK, I admit it. I was wrong. I've been a Microsoft defender for a decade 
and a half. I still think its great that we have just one operating system 
rather than a nutball hodgepodge of incompatible choices, and Word and 
Excel are pretty good. Gates s troubles with the feds are mostly trumped- 
up crapola from greedy lawyers, grandstanding techno-illiterate politi- 
cians, and Netscape — the one company 
that's even more arrogant than Microsoft. 
Those Redmond millionaires may be 

bullies, but I sympathize with a 
company that's essentially being 
punished for its success. 

Like all of us, I've had my share of 
troubles with cranky Microsoft 
software. But today I just switched 
sides. And it's Windows that put me 
over the edge. 

Slow Burn For the past few 
hours I've been staring at the 
monitor of a virgin system as a 
Windows disk utility s-l-o-w-l-y 
grinds through millions of unused 
clusters on my hard disk. Windows 
broke, though the problem has 
nothing to do with my hard drive, 
but it wouldn't let me proceed until 
it finished a plodding disk scan. 

In setting up this new PC, I 
picked a video setting (from an 
onscreen menu) that was somehow 
higher than the system could 
support, and my screen went blank. 
When this happens, you normally 
reboot into "Safe Mode," which 
forces the system into readable VGA 
resolution. I tried this, but no joy. 
And the skimpy manuals, endlessly 
busy tech-support lines, and 
so-called Web support sites were a 
time-consuming, useless pain. 

So I reinstalled Windows. As the 
setup process chugged along, it kept 
stumbling over files where the 
versions on the Windows CD 
(remember, this is a brand-new PC 
out of the box) were older than 
similarly named files on the hard 
disk. Each time it asked whether I 
wanted to overwrite the newer ones

Windows is an absurdly 
complicated usability 
nightmare.

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with older copies. What a stupid 
question — of course not! 

Big mistake. When I tried to 
restart my system, Windows balked, 
and told me I now had a mishmash 
of file versions. So I tried to 
re-reinstall Windows with the older 
files. But Windows then refused to 
budge until it did a surface scan of 
my hard disk, which had practically 



no software on it other than 
Windows. At the very end of the 
tedious process it flagged bad 
clusters, and made me hit the Enter 
key to fix them one at a time. After 
2,000 (!!) mind-numbing Enter key 
taps, I gave up and propped a manual 
on the Enter key to keep it pressed 
down. Then it went into an endless 
loop looking for Plug and Play devices. 
When I eventually re-re-reinstalled it, 
half the peripherals didn't work. 
What a mess. Windows is the 
ultimate tar baby — the more you 
struggle the deeper you get until 
you're hopelessly ensnared. 

Helpless I'm not alone. We 
recently asked you to tell us your 
PC horror stories. And you flooded 
us with venom-dripping tales of 
woe, almost all of them about 
Windows. Windows is an utter piece 
of junk. It is a big joke, except that 
the laugh's on us. It is an absurdly 
overcomplicated usability nightmare. 
And there is no cheap or easy or fast 
way to get help. 

This is nuts. It really shouldn't be 
this hard. Microsoft netted around 
$4 billion from OS sales last year — 
you'd think they could spend a few 
bucks fixing it all. But it's more 
likely that O. J. will nab the real 
killer on the back nine at Pebble 
Beach than that Microsoft will 
voluntarily banish the heartache it 
puts users through. 

Nobody wants the government to 
dictate what can and can't be in our 
operating system (although a 
browser should be a part of any OS). 
And breaking up Microsoft like 
AT&T doesn't gain much. But 
something has to make Microsoft 
more responsible and responsive to 
the needs of the average user. 
Unfortunately it won't be 
competitors. The only thing left is 
the ugly brute force of the feds. 
Go get 'em, Janet.

everyone knows, spam is a nuisance. Who hasn't arrived at the office to see six messages pro- 
claiming "Make $$$ Now!" "Hot Babes Want You!!!" or "Backstage Pas^to Madame 
Xena's House of Pain." But spam is also a tyranny. It chugs the Net. 

It costs you money. And it elbows out 
other forms of e-commerce. 

On Your Knees Think that's 
overstating things? Netcom, one of the 
largest commercial ISPs in the 
country, was crippled for nearly a day 
last year. Concentric Network, 
another goliath, couldn't deliver e-mail 
to its members for 18 hours. 
CompuServe mail servers were 
knocked out of commission, delaying 
message delivery for two hours. As 
anyone who hangs a shingle in 
cyberspace knows, an hour of lost 
time can cost you your business. 

None of these incidents was the 
work of rogue hackers. Junk mail 
brought the systems down. Just how 
much spam gets routed around the 
gl OD e_and the amounts of money its 
purveying weasels rake in — is hard to 
come by. America Online estimates 
that 30 percent of its e-mail is spam. 
Anyone who visits Usenet newsgroups 
now gets treated to a wasteland of off- 
topic commercial messages— four out 
of five, by some estimates. 

Businesses and ISPs are spending 
millions for extra bandwidth, phone 
lines, personnel, and software to keep 
junk e-mail from burning down the 
barn. Meanwhile, consumers— by 
droves— are abandoning the Web, fed 
up with the delays. Increasingly, it's 
more convenient to hop in your car 
or dial a toll-free number than to buy 
over the Net. 

For spammers, the economics are 
undeniably sweet: no postage, no 
printing, no envelopes to lick. And 
unlike conventional lists, e-mail 
addresses are cheap and easy to come 
by— software bots routinely troll 
directory services, plucking addresses 
out of the ether for free.

Fight Back There's no stopping 
the stuff— not as the Net currently 
exists. But you should feel a civic duty 
to fight back, first and foremost by 
keeping junk mail from reaching you. 
Better e-mail programs have filtering 
features that automatically delete 
messages from specific addresses or 



that contain $, !!!, or XXX in the 
subject line. Other programs patrol 
incoming mail against a list of more 
than 1,500 known spammers. The best 
is Spam Attack Pro (www.softwiz 
.com/html/spam_attack_pro.html). 

Ultimately, your best bet is to stay 
off mass-mailing lists in the first place. 
Protect your privacy by pulling 
personal information out of your 
browser. If you're posting to news- 
groups, configure your newsreader to 
insert nonsense words in your reply 
address: SPAMTHISLOSER@ 
'ourdomain.com. If you're a member 
Jf America Online or CompuServe, 
change your screen name or Internet 
a li as — or register a second name. 

But don't expect miracles from any 
of these efforts. Spammers now use 
automated programs to harvest e-mail 
addresses from newsgroups and Web 
pages. They create false return 
addresses to elude e-mail blocking 
software. Some even mask their 
messages behind the return addresses 
of unsuspecting businesses. 

Two proposals in Congress would 
bar e-mailers from using false 
addresses. They would require 
marketers to remove your address on 
request. A third bill, by Chris Smith 
(R-NJ), would treat junk e-mail like 
advertising faxes: permissible only if 
the spammer receives a request for it. 
No action is likely until later this year. 
And none of these bills has any force 
against spammers situated offshore. 

So what is the solution? Should 
Congress require ISPs to tax 
spammers, the receipts of which would 
go into a fund to expand the Net's 
capacity? Perhaps users willing to 
receive spam should be given free 
online time, while the rest of us are left 
alone. Or maybe it's time to get 
serious about building a second 
Internet — one that would balance the 
free-speech rights of spammers with 
the privacy rights of users.

I want to find out the history of the doll and get some idea of what my three- 
year-old's collection is worth. I choose Barbie because I imagine there's way too much 
information and the process will be a mess. 
But I don't expect to uncover a scandal! 

After a false start leading to various 
porno sites because I enter Barbi 
instead of Barbie, I get on track with 
the keywords Barbie and Dolls and 
Collection using a simple HotBot 
search. Bingo! 4,400 returns, mostly 

doll stores. 

First Blush From here I search for 
a site with a serious list of links, 
wading through some wacky stuff, 
getting insight into female sociology 
but not the information I want. Then I 
see "Barbie doll books and links to 
information and images of Barbie 
clothes, dresses ..." The list is small 
but promising, so I continue here until 
it runs out of steam and I'm forced 
back to a search engine. 

The first interesting link list usually 
leads to the mother lode. One site, 
www.beaucoms-barbies.com, is a 
combination vanity page, Barbie 
collector page. Another is called Cool 
Barbie Links. I find a lot of excellent 
information there, including the Mattel 

Barbie site. 

It's amusing how seldom product 
manufacturers' sites appear on a search 
engine list. But the Mattel site www 
.barbie.com is only too obvious. It's a 
gold mine of information; it even has 
an audio file with the original Barbie 
theme from 1959. There's an official 
club and more stuff than I'd ever want 
to know about Barbie. The song is a 
hoot. If you have a little girl going 
through a Barbie phase, send her here. 

But I'm not done yet, since I've 
spent only 15 minutes so far and I 
budget one hour for online searches — 
there are always obscure but 
worthwhile sites to discover. So I go 
back to the Beaucoms main page, 
where I learn about a lawsuit in which 
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Irreparable injury 

to Mattel? This 
lawsuit seems to 
exemplify horrid 
corporate bullying. 



Mattel is suing Millers Magazine for 
Barbie Doll Collectors. Barbie 
collectors are hopping mad over this. 
A link to Jessica's Totally Barbie is 
supposed to clarify the situation. 

Pink Anger Arrghll Jessica's 
Totally Barbie is a dead link. But I look 
at the URL and backspace the dot 
HTM file from the URL to go up a 
level. There's Jessica's home page, but 
nothing about the Mattel suit. On the 
Beaucoms page, I discover a movement 
called the Pink Tidal Wave, and click 



on its Pink Anger Home Page. 

It's right off the AOL server at 
members.aol.com/ pmkanger . Link 
after link about Mattel vs. Miller 
including a copy of the complaint. It 
appears that Barbara and Dan Miller, 
who produce Miller's Magazine, are 
being sued into oblivion for being 
critics while supporting the Barbie 
doll scene. According to the suit, 
"Each issue of this magazine is replete 
with articles, photographs and 
captions which infringe, disparage 
and/or dilute Mattel's trademarks, 
copyrights ..." It goes on. 

This document had some interesting 
Mattel history that finished my initial 
search — including the stat that more 
than 1 billion Barbies have been sold. 
Wow. Meanwhile, this lawsuit seems 
to exemplify horrid corporate 
bullying. Most ludicrous is the 
comment that the magazine has done 
"irreparable injury" to Mattel. Oh? 
Sales must be plummeting! 

According to the collectors this 
magazine does little more than 
comment on various designs and 
marketing schemes while promoting 
the doll itself. It's called criticism. This 
is still the USA, isn't it? Mattel says 
the Millers are ripping them off and 
claim unfair competition, among other 
things. To me this kind of legal action 
is unconscionable and represents the 
worst aspects of corporate America. 
(Check out www.cyberramp.net/ 
-lfurlet/protest.htm and search Mattel 
vs. Miller for more information.) 

Now I'll have to get the magazine to 
see what this is all about. Meanwhile, 
my search is over. And that's how the 
Web works. I start with a simple 
challenge. Worm my way into a 
solution, then find out something I 
don't want to know. Curiously, and 
with scant information, I now hate 
Mattel and may dissuade my daughter 
from buying any more Barbies.

No sooner had Intel intro- 
duced its 300MHz chip than it 
unveiled a faster, entirely 
revamped packaging of the Pen- 
tium II, code-named Deschutes. 
More than just an uptick in 



megahertz, Deschutes promises 
speedier performance across a 
wide range of applications. And 
it guarantees to further baffle 
already confused system buyers 
selecting among the menagerie 
of processors on the market. 

PC Computing s Perfor- 
mance Labs put a quintet of 
top-tier 333MHz Deschutes 
systems through their paces. As 
expected, when we tested sys- 
tems from Hewlett-Packard, 
Dell, Gateway, NEC, and 
Compaq we saw a modest 



increase in performance. But to 
the bemusement of current Pen- 
tium II owners (see smarmy 
grin above), we saw virtually 
no increase in price. Deschutes 
PCs won't get a big kick in 
speed until Intel releases its BX 
chip set for motherboards by 
this summer, which adds a 
lOOMHzPCI bus. No matter: 
As price-performance goes, 
Deschutes is today's sweet spot. 

Hop the Bus Nothing 
changes in the CPU's core 
instruction set from the current 




Pentium II. But the new pack- 
aging introduces several new 
ways to goose performance 
from the existing chip, depend- 
ing on which version you 
choose. There will be two fla- 
vors of Deschutes, drably 
dubbed Slot 1 and Slot 2. 

Most stand-alone systems 
and notebooks running busi- 
ness apps will come with a Slot 
1 Deschutes; servers and high- 
end workstations will ship 
with the Slot 2 version. The

date ever larger caches in the 
future. It's more expensive for 
manufacturers to build, as are all 
its supporting components — 
high-speed memory and caches 
in particular. These costs get 
handed to you. Only people 
with money to burn will buy a 
Slot 2 machine just for spread- 
sheets and word processors. 

Instead, Intel is aiming these 
machines at the server market 
and at RISC workstations, 
where the Pentium II has been 
hobbled by its comparatively 
low bandwidth. Meanwhile, 
both AMD and Cyrix are gear- 
ing up competing chips for Slot 
1 Deschutes machines, but nei- 
ther company currently plans 
to challenge the Slot 2 version. 

The word Deschutes won't 
appear on any system you buy. 
Intel is holding fast to its Pen- 
tium II moniker. Also, as the 
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performance on our five first- 
generation Deschutes systems 
suggests, the increase in power 
under Windows 95 and Win- 
dows NT isn't dramatic enough 
for a new name. 

Usual Suspects Hewlett 
Packard, Dell, Gateway, NEC, 
and Compaq are first out of the 
gate with 333MHz Pentium lis. 
AH performed neck-and-neck, 
delivering less than a 10 percent 
increase in throughput over 
current 300MHz Pentium lis. 
Prices range from just under

Among this blue-chip 
crowd, Hewlett-Packard's 
Vectra VL gets our nod.

But you 
get a lot for the money, begin- 
ning with 64MB of SDRAM, a 
6.4GB hard drive, a 24-speed 
CD-ROM drive, and an inte- 
grated 10/100Base-T network 
interface. Also, the machine 
comes with a raft of desktop- 
management tools for keeping 
a hd on your total cost of 
ownership. 

The configuration on Gate- 
way's G6-333 is even more 
plush: 64MB of SDRAM, an 
8.4GB hard drive, a 13/32- 
speed CD-ROM drive, a killer 
Boston Acoustics sound sys- 
tem, and an x2 fax modem.

Get the 19-inch monitor, which 
raises your total bill to a reason- 
able $2,999. The machine lagged 
slightly behind the HP Vectra, 
the NEC PowerMate Enter- 
prise II, and the Compaq 
Deskpro 6000 in Windows 95 
application benchmarks, but the 
difference was negligible. 

The Gateway G6-333 is on 
par with the Dell Dimension 
XPS D333 in dollar value. But 
frankly, we like Dell's $2,929 
system better, even if it per- 
formed slowest under Windows 
95 application benchmarks. The 
machine comes with a whop- 
ping 9. 1GB hard drive, a DVD 
drive, a 56Kbps fax modem, 
and a sound system that'll 
shame your home stereo.

Call them protest portables: 
They were designed from 
anger — anger at overpriced, 
shoulder-wrenching multi- 
media notebooks on the one 
hand, and at the marginally 
useful, glorified schedulers that 
pass as handheld PCs on the 
other. The Mitsubishi Amity 
CN and the Hitachi Vision- 
Book Traveler join the Toshiba 
Libretto as full-fledged, sub- 
3-pound Pentium notebooks. 

Real PCs? You can slip 
them in a satchel or tuck them 
in your purse. They practically 
vanish inside a briefcase. Both 
machines measure a little over 
9 inches by just under 7 inches. 
Each comes with a 133MHz 
Pentium CPU, a 1GB or larger 
hard drive, a color screen, audio 
circuitry, and PC Card slots. 
In other words, they're legiti- 
mate notebooks. 

But would you buy one? At 
this size and weight, usability 
takes some hard knocks. For 
starters, even the mayor of 
Munchkinland couldn't com- 
fortably touch-type on either 
keyboard. With a little training, 
you can poise your paws over 
the keyboard and delicately 
strike keys with the appropriate 
fingers — which is faster than 
the two-finger hunt-and-peck 
forced upon you by Windows 
CE devices. Even so, you're not 
going to write the great Ameri- 
can novel on these tykes. 

The VisionBook Traveler's 
keyboard maintains the relative 
spacing of keys you'll find on a 
full-size notebook. By scaling 
down its Tab, Shift, backspace, 
and Enter keys, the Amity CN 
ekes out more space for its 
QWERTY set. It's the better 
board. Key travel and response

on both systems is terrible. But 
to their credit, they both come 
with mouse pointing sticks. 

Screens are another matter. 
Both are color. Both provide 
fine backlighting. But their 
sub-9-inch size cramps a 
graphical operating system. 
Surfing the Web can make you 
seasick, and AutoCAD is not 
an option. That said, both are 
perfectly adequate for e-mail, 
short documents, and calling 
up the occasional Web page. 
And while their internal reso- 
lutions mercifully max out at 
VGA, both can sync an exter- 
nal monitor up to 1,024 by 768. 
If you don't mind borrowing a 
monitor, these machines offer 
the most painless way to put a 
presentation on the road. 

At 8.4 inches, the Traveler's 
screen is larger than the Amity's 
7.5 inches. Both are bigger than 
that of the Toshiba Libretto 
(6.1 inches). The Traveler's 
active-matrix panel is clearer 



and crisper than Mitsubishi's 
passive screen. But this also 
explains why the Traveler costs 
some $600 more than its rival. 

Short-lived Both systems 
come with small lithium-ion 
batteries that deliver less than 3 
hours of charge life. The Amity 
features an optional add-on 
battery that adds bulk and heft 
to an already marginally useful 
machine. If the point is to keep 
total traveling weight under 3 
pounds, why bother? 

Neither system integrates a 
modem — which means you're 
stuck with the expense and has- 
sle of using the PC Card vari- 
ety. Such usability drawbacks 
echo a previous question: 
Would you buy one of these 
systems? The Mitsubishi Amity 
offers better bang for the buck 
than either the Hitachi Vision- 
Book Traveler or the Toshiba 
Libretto. But do yourself a favor 
and type on its keyboard before 
you decide.

HP offers several 
options to enhance the Laser- 
Jet's paper-handling capabili- 
ties, including a 500-sheet bin, 
a 75-envelope autofeeder, and a

Razor-Sharp Previous 
LaserJet models produced 
pretty stellar output from their 
600-dpi engines, so we won- 
dered if the 4000TN's 1,200- 
dpi engine could raise the bar 
in any significant way. Does it 
ever. The 4000TN prod uces 
ultrasharp text, legible all the 
way down to 4-point type, and 
its grayscales are the best in 
this class. Oddly, scanned pho- 
tos look noticeably better 
when printed using the Post- 
Script driver. In PCL mode 
they have too much contrast, 
though they're still very sharp. 
You could definitely use the 
LaserJet to produce camera- 
ready artwork for all but the 
most upscale jobs.

These days 
you can create, reuse, and 
rewrite your own CDs with 
the Philips Omni/20 or the 
Nomai 680.RW, a new genera- 
tion of CD-recordable (CD-R) 
drives that support CD- 
rewritable (CD-RW) technol- 
ogy. CD-RW lets you rewrite 
information to special CDs. 
We evaluated external versions 
of the Philips Omni/20 and 
the Nomai 680.RW, both of 
which are available in internal 
versions as well. 

Both drives let you copy 
audio CDs and CD-ROMs, 
and create discs by copying 
files from your hard drive. But 
while CD-R discs can be read 
by almost any CD-ROM drive, 
CD-RW discs can, unfortu- 
nately, be read only by CD- 
RW-specific drives. Both 
drives we looked at write at 
double speed and act as six- 
speed CD-ROM readers. In our 
tests we found the reading 
speed of these devices to be 
slightly slower than that of a 
stock six-speed drive. 

Well-read The Philips 

Omni/ 20 connects to either a 
SCSI interface or a PCs parallel 
port, and it comes with better 
software and documentation 
than the Nomai 680.RW. The 
first-rate HyCD software 
walks you through the pro- 
cess of copying audio CDs 
and CD-ROMs and creating

Capturing video is simply the process of converting an analog signal that 
carries audio and visual information into a digital file that can be played back

looks like the original video you started with. While the hardware you choose 
plays a big part, following these steps helps make capturing video painless. 

1 Check Your Source: Before you begin 

I your project, check your video source. 
Video that is shot with plenty of light on 
high-end equipment survives the rigors of 
digitizing better than poorly shot or low- 
quality video. If the original video is 
substandard, reshoot it if possible for 
better results. 





Prepare Your Hard Drive: Digitizing video means 
pumping an enormous number of bits through your 

system to the hard drive. Thoroughly defragment your 
hard drive before you begin capturing video so you 

drop fewer frames. And always capture to the fastest 

drive on your PC. 




Set Up Hardware and Software: Plug the video 
source into the capture device, then launch the 
editing software. Choose your capture settings; if 
you can make them the same resolution and 
format as your final video file, you avoid having to 

convert them. 






you need fewer bells and whistles than if you plan to 
create your own video tapes. A device that supports 
low resolutions— 160 by 120— is adequate (although 
you probably want the option to capture higher qual- 
ity clips). We rounded up 12 products that fit the bill. 

For bigger projects, you should use your PC as an 
editing and special-effects platform. This means the 
video you digitize and work with on your system is 
ultimately printed back to videotape. When this is the 
case, the video needs to be higher quality because it's 
shown on larger screens and at higher resolutions. You 
want a device that supports a minimum resolution of 
320 by 240, while 640 by 480 or higher is preferred. To 
help you decide what's your best bet, we looked at 7 
devices that are perfect for making tapes. 



In and Out To capture video to your PC, you 
must plug in a source— a VCR, a television, a cam- 
corder, a digital video camera, or even a TV tuner 
card inside your PC. Each of the 19 products we 
looked at includes both standard Composite (RCA) 
and S-Video inputs to feed the video signal to your 
computer. S-Video gives you the better quality 
because it provides a clearer signal. 

Even so, video quality using either input varies 
among the products we reviewed. A big factor in 
determining quality is how well your video hardware 
handles compression of the video stream coming into 
your PC. Better boards perform their own compres- 
sion, while the more inexpensive boards leave com- 
pression chores to your processor. If you go with a 
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board that relies on the CPU for compression, make 
sure your PC is up to the task. You want a system 
with at least a 200MHz Pentium and 32MB of 
RAM — anything slower and you'll drop frames when 
running at the standard 30 fps. For extra insurance 
against herky-jerky video, upgrade your processor 
to a Pentium II with 64MB of RAM. 

Choose Your Formats Another factor that 
separates the boards from one another is the type of 
video formats they capture to. The lower-end 
boards capture to AVI or JPEG, while the higher- 
end boards also support MPEG-1, a compact format 
ideal for the Web. If you need MPEG-1 and your 
board doesn't directly support it, you must convert 
your clips via software. 



Pay attention to the type of applications that are 
bundled with the boards. Some devices provide bare- 
bones utilities, while better ones include top-notch 
video-editing software like Adobe Premiere. (For 
details on video-editing software, see "In the Editing 
Room," page 210.) 

Finally, you also need to decide which type of 
device you want: internal or external. For hassle- 
free installation, look to one of the external models. 
For some of the more affordable internal products, 
keep in mind that you may need to remove your 
existing video card to use them. Some excellent 
products take the place of your graphics card, such 
as the Matrox Video, Graphics and TV Kit, adding 
video capture and a TV tuner to boot.

Wake Up the Room 

You're not worried about being the last 
presenter of the day. After all, you've got a 
secret weapon-video. How do you know it 
works? You've already seen the payback 
when you added video to your Web site. 

This could be you with the right video-capture hard- 
ware on your PC. Since you don't plan to create your 
own videotapes, you can get by with a board that sup- 
ports lower resolutions and lets your CPU do the 
compression work. You can buy one of these bare- 
bones boards for less than $100 — just take a look at 
the $65 AverMedia EZ Capture. 

Still, you will probably want to pay more and get a 
device that gives you higher resolutions, more process- 
ing power, and room to grow. Of the 12 entry-level 
boards we looked at, your best bet for slick video with- 
out spending a fortune is the Matrox Video, Graphics 
and TV Kit. For $349 it provides high-res captures at up 
to 704 by 480 resolution, thanks to onboard compres- 
sion. The Matrox Kit also comes with an impressive 
software bundle that lets you do everything from video 
editing to MPEG conversion. Plus it packs a TV tuner 
so you can snag some of your favorite Seinfeld clips to 
send your friends — we won't tell. 

Even with all this going for it, the Matrox Video, 
Graphics and TV Kit isn't for everyone, as it must 
take the place of your existing video card (unless you 
have a Matrox Mystique). If that's the case, buy the 
Rainbow Runner Studio daughtercard-only package

When it comes to capturing video you plan to print 
back to tape, the stakes are raised.

We found that DPS's own 
editing software, DPS Video Action and DPS Bench- 
press, is a powerful combination that rivals Premiere. 

Camera-Ready DPS offers another high-end 
capture solution — the Spark. This board is unique in 
that it requires a FireWire connection to a digital video

If you've got the right hardware, though, the 
Spark-Premiere combo offers broadcast-quality video 
for a relative bargain at $799. 

Want high-quality video capture for less? Go with 
the $599 miroVideo DC20 Plus, which forgoes the 
onboard audio of the DC30. Another great choice is 
Data Translation's Broadway 2.5, which is easy to use 
and captures directly to MPEG-1. 

If cash flow is a factor, the $399 Dazzle Multimedia 
Snazzi is a good bet. Like the miroVideo DC30 and the 
DPS boards, the Snazzi has its own sound hardware 
for perfectly synced audio and video. But what really 
sets the Snazzi apart is its software bundle, which 
includes Ulead MediaStudio 2.5, MetaCreations Kai's 
Power Goo SE, and Adobe PhotoDeluxe 2.0. 

Different Strokes Finally, there's the Pinnacle 
VideoDirector Studio 200, one of the most interesting 



boards we looked at. While at $249 it's priced low 
enough for casual use, it isn't designed for capturing 
video into your PC. Instead, the VideoDirector con- 
nects to your VCR and camcorder simultaneously, 
turning your PC into a video-editing studio without 
actually capturing and digitizing the video. Think of 
the VideoDirector as the middleman that moves 
video from your camcorder to your VCR. Using 
VideoDirector couldn't be more straightforward: 
Play the source videotape and the small external unit 
automatically detects the beginning and end of scenes 
or clips on your source tape. The clips appear 
onscreen as thumbnails and you can assemble them in 
any order and add sound effects, titles, and transi- 
tions. Hit a button and the machine controls your 
VCR and camcorder to assemble a finished tape. Very 
slick.

Whether you spruce up a Web page, ramp up your 
presentations, or edit your own videotapes, video is 
finally easy and affordable enough for the rest of us. 

For Web and presentation work, you can spend 
just a few hundred dollars for a flexible solution 
that grows with you. Our top pick is the $349 
Matrox Video, Graphics and TV Kit, which handles 
high-resolution capture and supports output to 
videotape. Another standout is the $359 ATI All-in- 
Wonder Pro, which offers a lot more than just a 
video-capture card; it includes a high-speed graphics 
card, a TV tuner, and closed-caption monitoring in 
a single board. 

If you don't want to give up your current graph- 
ics accelerator, then the equally impressive Data 
Translation Broadway Beginner warrants a look. At 
$495 you pay more, but video quality is excellent. A 
lower-price option is the $199 Winnov Videum AV. 
Not only does the Videum AV provide solid video 
quality, it supports sound too — meaning you don't 
have to worry about audio and video that's out of 



sync. Or take the easiest route and choose an exter- 
nal device that hooks up to your PC's parallel port. 
The best of the lot is the $149 Alaris Quick Video 
Transport. 

You'll want to step up to a more sophisticated 
video-capture card if your goal is to create and edit 
videos that ultimately end up back on tape. Your 
first choice here is the $999 Pinnacle miro Video 
DC30 Plus, which includes a full copy of Adobe 
Premiere — a $595 value in itself. Or save over $150 
and go with the $849 DPS EditBay, although it lim- 
its you to its own video-editing combination. For 
those who own a Fire Wire digital video camera, the 
DPS Spark can't be beat for its video quality or per- 
formance. But if editing videotapes is all you plan to 
do, consider the $249 Pinnacle VideoDirector Studio 
200, an external device that hooks up between your 
camcorder and VCR.

M.Y.O.B.'s $149 Standard Edition is another 
option if you're on a budget. It has solid inventory 
tracking, but it lacks time and billing features. If 
you need network support, you can get M.Y.O.B.'s 
Premier Edition, which works on a peer-to-peer 
network, for $449. But you're better off buying 
Peachtree at about half the price. 

The other full accounting package we looked at, 
AccPac Simply Accounting, is difficult to use and lacks 
many of the features that the other packages have. 
Finally, Microsoft Office 97 Small Business Edition 
doesn't do the job of managing your business on its 
own, but it makes a great addition to a stand-alone 
accounting package.

If every software program's uninstaller did what it was supposed to do, 
there would be no need for separate uninstaller packages. In theory, 
every Windows application that sports the Designed for Microsoft Win- 
dows 95 logo should include an uninstaller. When you want to wipe out 
all traces of a program, you simply run the utility or delete 
the program via the Control Panel's Add/Remove Programs 
applet. Of course things don't work that way in practice. A 
lot of programs with inadequate uninstallers fall through 
the cracks. Uninstallers vary widely in their ability to rec- 
ognize and eliminate unwanted files, folders, and Registry 
settings. Most uninstallers can delete unused program files, 
but many fail to remove shared programs; some won't even 
clean up the Registry or eliminate Desktop shortcuts.

that isn't the whole story. Surfing the 
Web also leaves an enormous amount of 
garbage on your hard drive: cached files, 
cookies, and downloaded controls and 
programs that can clog up your system 
worse than any leftover applications. 

A good uninstaller utility keeps your 
system trimmed down to fighting 
weight. The most thorough and capable 
uninstaller is Quarterdeck's Clean- 
Sweep Deluxe. One of the best things 
about the program is that you can keep 
it up-to-date with Internet downloads. 
As soon as you have CleanSweep 
working, click on the Options tab and 
run Update-It to download the latest 
program updates from Quarterdeck's 
Web site. We tested version 3.0, which 



contains several important patches for 
Microsoft Internet Explorer 4.0. 

CleanSweep identifies unused and 
duplicated files with extraordinary dex- 
terity. Its Safety Sweep option catego- 
rizes files as green (a likely candidate 
for deletion), yellow (possibly an 
important file), or red (definitely a vital 
file), and makes it easy to eliminate the 
former and difficult to destroy the lat- 
ter. Clear, concise wizards admonish 
you to back up files that may be needed 
later and carry out file identification, 
backup, and cleanup with a few clicks. 

CleanSweep also keeps tabs on Web 
cookies, ActiveX controls, and browser 
plug-ins, eliminating this Web debris 
along with associated Registry entries.

If you have used Windows 95 for more than a week, 
you've certainly come face-to-face with the dreaded 
general protection fault (GPF). It usually appears as a 
message that says, "This program has performed an 
illegal operation and will be shut down." Unfortu- 
nately, GPFs are part of working with Windows, and 
even the best-behaved applications occasionally 
trigger a GPF. The result can be devastating: At a 
very minimum, the offending program almost always 
shuts down and takes any unsaved work along with 
it. Worse, it's not at all uncommon for a GPF to lock 
up Windows entirely — and even the infamous three- 
finger salute (Ctrl-Alt-Del) fails to restart your system. 
In those cases, the GPF may destroy unsaved data in 
all your running programs.

programs and tested them one by one 
to see if they could intercept the GPF 
and return us to Excel, at least long 
enough to let us save our data. Sadly, 
most of the contenders didn't fare 
very well. 

Download our GPF-producing 
Excel 97 spreadsheet and see how well 
your GPF protection utility stands up 
to the Clinic's test. Look for the file 
called GPF. XLS at the PC Computing 
Web site (www.pccomputing.com). 

The best of the bunch, Quarter- 
deck's RealHelp Extra Strength, inter- 
cepted the GPF, then kept it at bay 
long enough for us to save changes to 
the spreadsheet. When we tried to 
close Excel through all the usual 
methods, though, Excel refused. Ulti- 
mately we hit Ctrl-Alt-Del and chose 
Shut Down. Excel finished normally 
and Windows returned. 

Nuts & Bolts' Bomb Shelter, uh, 
bombed. It detected the GPF, but 
when we clicked on Bomb Shelter's 
Recover button, everything froze. 
There was no opportunity to save the 
changes to the spreadsheet, nor could 
we shut Excel down gracefully. We 
ultimately had to hit the PC's reset but- 
ton to get Windows 95 working again. 

Norton Utilities 3.0's CrashGuard 
fared worse. It didn't even acknowl- 
edge the GPF — there was no sign of 
life whatsoever; the screen froze. We 
tried to click on the shield in the sys- 
tem tray to unfreeze Excel, but again 
nothing happened. Once more, we 
had to hit the reset button.

First Aid 98 5.0: It let us get back to Excel 
and save our data-but then Excel froze 
completely. We had to shut the program 
down using Ctrl-Alt-Del. When we tried to 
reboot immediately afterward, Windows 
froze at the "Please wait while your 
computer shuts down" screen. It took a 
punch of the reset button to get things 
going again. 



Plug and Play Woes 



Not long ago, we at the Clinic expected Windows 95's Plug and Play to relegate 
hardware nonsense like IRQ conflicts and DMA allocations to the garbage 
heap of ancient computer terms. No such luck. While it's true that many of 
today's fancy add-in boards can configure themselves, there are more than 
enough legacy cards floating around to fill Lake Washington. All it takes is one 
non-Plug and Play card (or one Plug and Play card that doesn't work quite 
right) to make installing new hardware an absolute nightmare. Add to that the 
increasing number of PCs that use all or almost all the available IRQs, and you 
have the formula for disaster.

When your hard drive's about to go, the best you can hope for is a quick 
warning and enough breathing room to make last-minute backups of your 
most precious data. In practice, that almost never happens: There's rarely a 
warning, and when one appears it tends to take the form of a gravelly rum- 
bling that precedes the drive's demise by seconds.

Solution Prevention rules.

Many of the latest hard drives have 
additional sensors to help determine 
when a drive is approaching failure. 
This so-called Smart technology is sup- 
posed to give you advance warning — 
up to several days — before your drive 
goes belly-up. It's still too early to tell if 
Smart will live up to its promise, but 
several software utilities work to make 
the most of it.

Unwieldy Files 



Running out of hard disk space? Blame it on all those beefy 
files gobbling your computer's hard drive. You can stretch 
your amount of free space with a utility that compresses 
files. Most files contain enormous amounts of redundant 
information.

One of the most common human maladies we see here at the Clinic can best 
be described as a sinking feeling in the pit of the stomach, accompanied by a 
stream of words not suitable for print. More often than not, those symptoms 
occur at precisely the same time a PC fails to boot to Windows. 



Solution 



The basic solution to 
this problem is sim- 
ple: Make sure you have an updated 
boot disk. Windows 95 itself contains 
everything you need to make a boot 
disk. Just go to the Control Panel and 
select the Add/Remove Programs icon, 
then click on the Startup Disk tab. 

If that's not good enough for you, 
there are plenty of other options avail- 
able, since nearly every major Windows 
utility package also contains a com- 
ponent that creates emergency boot 
disks with varying contents and capa- 
bilities. These are fine solutions, but 
they don't make it easy to get your 
system up and running. For that pur- 
pose only Symantec's Norton Utili- 
ties 3.0 fits the bill: Only Norton can 
create an emergency disk that boots 
to Windows 95 entirely from remov- 
able media — in this case, an Iomega 
Zip drive.

small feat. For example, if your main 
hard drive expires, most emergency 
boot disks simply dump you at the 
DOS prompt. If you're very lucky you 
may have enough drivers floating 
around on floppy disks to get your CD- 
ROM drive or network card working 
again. But even under the best circum- 
stances you can expect to spend hours 
fumbling around with arcane and long- 
forgotten DOS commands. 

Instead, use Norton's Zip Rescue. 
It copies all your Windows 95 files to 
a Zip disk, then puts the appropriate 
start-up programs on a floppy disk. 
Most important, it copies the Zip disk 
driver to the floppy. If you boot with 
a Zip Rescue disk in the A: drive, your 
machine will install the Zip disk dri- 
ver, then boot Windows 95 from the 
Zip drive. Best of all, this isn't a Safe 
Mode Windows or a stunted version 
of some sort. We're talking about the 
real thing — all of Windows 95, with 
all your settings intact and all your

hard drive is belching smoke. 

Although we encountered some dif- 
ficulties with the prerelease version of 
the software (Symantec assures us the 
problems will be fixed by the time you 
read this), we were very impressed by 
the technology. We wouldn't be sur- 
prised to see other utility makers jump 
on the bandwagon. But for now, this is 
the only ticket. We use it at the Clinic 
all the time.

Web Watermarks 



A million-dollar design team worked 
feverishly to make your corporate 
Web site a must-see destination, 
packed with photographs, illustrations, 
animations — the works. Critics raved. 
Competitors cringed. But shortly after 
your creative investment went live, copy- 
right pirates stole it all, quickly and easily. 

The Web makes publishing creative 
content to a mass audience simple; unfor- 
tunately, stealing content and skirting 
copyright laws is just as easy. But thanks 
to a new breed of digital copyright protec- 
tion tools, you can fight back. Take, for 
example, Digimarc's PictureMarc 1.51 
software (www.digimarc.com). 

Much like a watermark on high-quality 
letterhead, PictureMarc's digital watermark- 
ing communicates copyright information 
about an image. Copyright pirates can't 
remove or mask a PictureMarc, which is 
digitally woven into the image and masked 
from view. Content producers register with 
Digimarc for unique watermarking ID keys 
($99 for annual registration), which record 
your company name, information about the 



image, and how interested parties can con- 
tact you for reprint permission — a smart 
marketing tool for selling your work. Plus 
Digimarc maintains a MarcSpider, 
which scours the Web for your 
watermarked work and notifies 
you of any duplicates. 

Digimarc is useful for pro- 
tecting images, but what about 
the rest of your site? Unfortu- 
nately, your options for protect- 
ing text documents are limited. 
Aliroo (www.aliroo.com) offers 
several encryption-based security tools, 
including PrivaSuite for protecting docu- 
ments and ScarLet for protecting images 
and sound files. But while encryption can 
help stop a thief, it can be a time-consuming 
frustration for your legitimate audience. 
Another option is Adobe Acrobat 
(www.adobe.com), which encapsulates a 
published work, but not without hassles 
as it requires a separate viewer. 

Your best defense against copyright vio- 
lators is a strong offense. Embed unique 
meta tags — descriptive, hidden keywords

that summarize a Web page — into your 
site. Then perform site name searches with 
engines such as AltaVista (www.altavista 
.digital.com) or Excite (www.excite.com), 
and keep an eye out for hijacked pages. In 
the meantime, stay tuned for copyright leg- 
islation. Just don't hold your breath.
